France; lost 
billions of dollars through the systematic and studied deso-1 
lation spread by the Germans with the design of so crippling j 
France that she would be removed as a competitor of G er-' 
many in the world’s markets for a generation to come. Any 
lessening of the debt due from Germany means that much 
heavier burden for France, already on the verge of financial i 
ruin. During the war the Germans showed no mercy to any j 
who fell in their power and levied unbearable burdens of 
taxation on the cities in their possession and are entitled to no 
consideration now* any ‘farther than is necessary to keep them I 
alive and working to make good some of the damage inflicted. 
Any other course means that France will be the chief sufferer j 
from the war instead of Germany which so richly deserves to : 
be so thoroughly squeezed that she will be in no position to! 
start more trouble for another generation at least. If England 
had undergone the tribulations of France Lloyd-George would 
not be in such a forgiving mood.

of farming revealed the same gen­ 
eral conditions, although usually 
not quite so acute as among the 
beet growers. Such conditions were 
found by the National Child Labor 
Committee’s investigation in the 
cranberry bogs of New Jersey, and 
among the itinerant berry and 
vegetable pickers of Delaware and 
Maryland. 
In the cotton fields of Texas, 
little children were found working 
long hours, living in unsanitary 
conditions and being kept out of 
school. This was also true in the 
cotton fields of Oklahoma and in 
various kinds of agricultural indus­ 
tries in North Dakota, Kentucky, 
North Carolina, Tennessee, West 
Virginia, California and elsewhere. 
In other words, to quote Gertrude 
H. Folks, who has made a con­ 
siderable investigation of this sub­ 
ject, “When is child labor not child 
labor? Every state in the Union 


them off the streets and out of mis­ 
chief. Some of them earn as high 
as three dollars a day.” 
Senator Smoot did not add, be­ 
cause he probably does not know, 
that, in Colorado, the work is so 
much more extensive and the sys­ 
tem of school administration so in­ 
ferior to that in his own state, that 
it also keeps the children out of 
school and that in the majority of 
cases the children themselves do 
not receive or have the sfe>endingf of 
the money they earn. 
If a man like Senator Smoot has 
this idea, is it any wonder that the 
interested farmer holds much the 
same opinion? 
The farmer from 
the nature of his isolated existence 
is an Individualist. He believes he 
can do with his own children as 
he pleases. He has always been a 
hard worker as were his parents 
before him. 
He sees no reason 
why his children should not work 


answers: when it takes place on 
a farm.” 
In seventeen states agriculture Is 
specifically exempted from the pro­ 
visions of tile child labor law regu­ 
lating the age and the number of 
hours the children may work. 
In 
the other states there is no definite 
exemption, but agriculture Is not 
listed in the law. 
Why are such conditions allowed 
to exist? 
In the first place, the 
general public, including parents 
and law makers, are under the 
erroneous 
impression 
that 
farm 
work is not only not injurious to 
children but is actually beneficial. 
At a recent bearing in the senate 
In Washington when the question 
of exploiting child labor by the 
sugar beet industry came up, Sena­ 
tor Reed Smoot said perfectly con­ 
scientiously, “So far as child labor 
in my state is concerned, it is a 
God-send to the children.
